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OMMISSIONED to make purchases for the Library, the Chief of the 

Division sailed for Europe in the autumn of 1923, and was joined in 
rlin by Mr. Lydenberg, also traveling on Library business. Together 
ey proceeded to Riga, and thence to Moscow. Toward the end of the year 
r. Lydenberg concluded his Russian visit, while Dr. Yarmolinsky stayed on 
‘the end of the winter, and spent some time in Warsaw before returning 
“America. Asa result oe their negotiations in Riga, Moscow, Leningrad, 
d Warsaw, books, pamphlets, and periodicals, to the aggregate number of 
e 9,000 pieces, were acquired either by purchase or gift. The other 
ally important outcome of the trip was the establishment of connections 
h the main book-selling and publishing agencies in some of the countries, 
Specially in the Union of Soviet Republics, whose literary productions fall 
wthin the scope of the Division. 

’ These accessions are, in the main, publications issued in the former Rus- 
jen Empire, and chiefly in what used to be the official language of the coun- 
ty. There are several hundred books and pamphlets in German, for the 
fost part from the presses of Riga, dealing with the Baltic provinces which 
rent to the making of Latvia and Esthonia. A prominent item in this group 
3a file, for over sixty years, of the Patente issued by the Provincial Govern- 
vent of Livonia. Besides, there are some 500 volumes in the Western 
PReuages, which either fall into the category of Rossica, printed outside of 
ppssi2, or are scholarly and scientific works issued under the auspices of the 
sussian Academy of Sciences. Among the latter are represented the natural 
nd the exact sciences, as well as history, geography, ethnography, linguistics. 

‘he Rossica group contains some seventeenth and eighteenth century books, 
otably Captain Jean Perry’s “Etat Présent de la Grande-Russie,” a la Haye, 
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chez Henry Dusauzet, 1717; Cornelis de Bruins, “Reisen over Moscovie,” 
Amsterdam, 1714; “Estate de empire de Russie et Grande Duché de 
Moscovie,” 4 Paris, chez Iacques Langlois, fils, 1669; “La Religion ancienne 
et moderne des Moscovites,” 4 Cologne, chez Pierre Marteau, 1698. Men- 
tion should also be made of the very rare grammar of the Russian language, 
in Latin, compiled by Heinrich Wilhelm Ludolfus and published “E The- 
atro Sheldoniano” at Oxford in 1696. A number of eighteenth century and 
early nineteenth century Russian volumes are also to be found among the 
new accessions. The oldest of these is a book printed in St. Petersburg in 
1722, “by order and during the happy reign of Peter the Great.” It is a 
translation of the work of Abbot Mavro Orbini, entitled “Il regno degli 
Slavi hoggi corrotamente detti Schiavoni,” 1601, which is the first attempt at 
treating the history of the Slavs, — in a generous sense of the term —as a 
unit. The Library possesses only one earlier Russian book printed in the 
so-called “civil type,” i.¢., in Cyrillic characters as simplified by Peter I. 

Serial publications, largely under the imprint of the Academy of Sciences 
of what was formerly St. Petersburg, and of other institutions of learning, 
form a considerable part of the Russian material proper. The range of 
subjects covered is unusually wide. Only the more important groups of 
books and periodicals can be noted here. 

To begin with, there are some 75 volumes of bibliographical literature. 
Besides the files of several bibliographical reviews, they comprise separate 
treatises by the leading Russian authorities on the subject. Of particular 
value are the works on the Bibliography of Russian history by Mezhov and 
the Brothers Lambin (Peter and Boris), and Vengerov’s Sources for a Dic- 
tionary of Russian Writers, 4 volumes, 1900-1917, which unfortunately he 
did not live to complete. 

Numerous additions have been made to the section of belles-lettres and 
literary history, which is one of the Division’s strong points. The collected 
works of a dozen authors of varied caliber include the writings of Lomonosov 
and of Catherine II, published under the auspices of the Academy, and 
Vengerov’s monumental edition of Pushkin; also fine mid-century editions 
of the writings of the patriotic playwright Kukolnik, who fascinated Gogol’s 
contemporaries, and of the prolific Senkovski, the learned orientalist, who, 
under the pseudonym of Baron Brambeus, entertained the Russian reading 
public of the thirties and forties of the last century with his romances and 
critiques. A file of a review devoted to the study of Pushkin and his con- 
temporaries, which the Academy has been publishing since 1903, represents 
a branch of Russian scholarship which neither war nor revolution has been 
able to wither. 

The section of early literature has been augmented by many texts, both 
original and translated. Most of these are parts of the so-called “numbered” 
oe bie ie ne Lempgrad, Society of Lovers of Ancient 
! ire. y facsimiles reproducing the text as well as the 
illustrations of old manuscripts. A signal example is Izbornik Svyatoslava

the so-called Ostromir Gospel of 1056-7, this work is the earliest clearly 
lated manuscript written on Russian territory in that variant of Church 
Slavonic, also known as Old Slavonic, which was to remain the literary 
language of the Russian people to the time of Peter. An early edition (1819) 
of the remarkable ancient epic, “Igor’s Campaign,” first published from a 
sixteenth century manuscript in 1800, is another notable accession. Attention 
should be called also to reprints of some of the satirical journals which 
lourished at the beginning of the reign of Catherine II. By the middle of 
‘he nineteenth century these publications had become exceedingly rare. The 
‘eprint of Truten (The Drone), for instance, was made from the unique 
sopy of the first edition found in the library of the Academy. The Library’s 
opy is one of 25, printed on special salmon-colored paper. 

_ Transcripts of what may be called (at the risk of making an Irish bull) 
ral literature, form a group by themselves. This is made up of traditional 

Ik songs, tales, ballads, legends, spells, proverbs, and compositions of 

ore recent origin, for example the brief droll quatrains known as “chas- 

hki.”

The Academy’s Russian Studies 
izsledovaniya) and a partial set of the Philologischeskiya Zapiski, published 
t Voronezh, should also be noted here. An item of importance among the 
Satributions to Slavonic philology in the way of monographs is Professor 
inst Muka’s Great Dictionary of Low Wendish (Stownik Dolnoserbskeje 
cy), first volume, 1921, which bears the imprint of the Russian Academy. 
‘he material on Slavonic paleography has been increased by several works 
ublished under the auspices of the Archeological Institute of Leningrad. 
pecial interest attaches to a series of Studies on Japhetic Languages, ten 
ascicules, 1910-1922, supplemented by another serial publication containing 
naller contributions on the same subject, and issued by the Institute of 
aphetic Research functioning in connection with the Academy. The find- 
igs and speculations in this relatively new field of research have aroused 
\uch interest among linguists. 

The Library’s position with respect to Russian art has been greatly forti- 
ed. This is particularly due to the acquisition of the more important re- 
iews either wholly or in part devoted to the visual arts. There are now, 
yr example, complete files of “Apollon” (1909-17), “Mir Iskusstva” 
1899-1904), “Starye Cody” (1907-16), “Zolotoye Runo” (1906-1909), 
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“Sredi Kollektzionerov” (1921 to date). The latter has the distinction 4 
being practically the only art review, which, starting under the are ly 
difficult conditions prevailing four years ago in Soviet Russia (the first six 
issues of it are multigraphed), has managed to keep alive. There are also 
illustrated monographs on individual painters, sculptors, and workers in the 
graphic arts; guides to galleries and places of artistic interest; literature on 
icon painting, the study of which was greatly stimulated by the discovery, 
made in the first decade of this century, of early specimens of this now 
practically extinct art; works on Russian architecture, particularly ecclesiasti- 
cal; some collections of recent prints. 

A few items selected from among the more substantial works follow: 
Grabar’s recent History of Russian Art, of which only five volumes have 
appeared so far; Wrangel’s large guide to the Russian Museum of Lenin- 
erad (formerly the Museum of Alexander III); the sumptuous work on 
the Tretyakov Gallery of Moscow, by Ostroukhov and Glagol; Suslov’s 
Monuments of Ancient Russian Architecture, 7 volumes, 1895-1901; 
Russian Decorative Art, a collection of chromolithographs made after 
water-colors of furniture, clocks, jewels, tile work, domestic and ecclesiastical 
utensils, from Russian palaces and churches, 9 fasc., 1901; Count F. Tol- 
stoi?s Medals Commemorating the Wars of 1812-15, Petersburg, 1839; 
Kondakov’s monographs on the iconography of Christ and the Virgin. Of © 
special interest is the small guide to the First Museum of Western Art, 
Moscow, which contains fine specimens of the work of Van Gogh, Cézanne, 
Gauguin, and Picasso, among others. 

A salient acquisition is Russkiya Narodnyya Kartinki (Russian Folk 
Prints), St. Petersburg, 1881, by the celebrated collector and art student 
Rovinski. This monumental work is an exhaustive study on prints and 
broadsides (/ubki), which for two or three centuries were manufactured 
in Moscow and in several provincial monasteries, and peddled throughout 
the country. Some 4700 /ubki, issued between 1627 and 1839, when a strict 
censorship interfered with their production, are described in the 5 volume 
text, and characteristic specimens are reproduced in seven large folios. Of 
each print there are two copies: one in black, the other hand-colored. Aside 
from its bearing on the history of Russian wood and copper engraving, the 
work contains a wealth of pictorial information on the folkways, beliefs, 
manners and customs of the Russian people and their reaction to certain his- 
torical events, for a period extending from the beginning of the seventeenth 
to the middle of the nineteenth century. It may be added that, as only 250 
copies of the folios were printed, the work is extremely rare. 

The publications of most of the learned societies which have conducted 
archeological research in Russia since the middle of the nineteenth century 
also figure in the Library’s recent purchase. Thus, for example, the Russian 
Archeological Society of Leningrad, which has been in existence since 1846, 
and is, perhaps, the most active association of its kind in the country, is repre- ~ 
sented by partial files of the following serials: Bulletins (Izvestiya), Me- 
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irs (Zapiski), Memoirs of the Classical Division, Memoirs of the 
lumismatic Division, Memoirs of the Division of Russian and Slavonic 
rcheology, Proceedings (Trudy) and Memoirs of the Oriental Division. 
s may be inferred from this list, the interests of the Russian archeologists 
sach out beyond the frontiers of their own country. There are a number of 
90ks on such subjects as numismatics, costume, and armor. The Antiquities 
f the Cymmerian Bosphorus, 3 volumes folio, St. Petersburg, 1854, pub- 
shed at the expense of Emperor Nicholas I, is possibly the most notable 
ngle work in the group under consideration. It isa description of the objects 
f Greek and Roman art excavated during the second quarter of the nine- 
enth century and kept in the Hermitage Museum at Leningrad. Two 
olumes of text are followed by a volume of lithographed or engraved 
rawings of gold, silver, ivory, glass and wooden objects, colored vases, and 
ra-cottas, all coming from the tumuli situated on both shores of the strait 
ynnecting the Black with the Azov Sea, which the Greeks called the Cym- 
ierian Bosphorus. The rarity of this costly work is due to the fact that 
y 200 copies of it were printed. Another work on what Professor Rost- 
-zev calls “Russia’s classical past” is his large monograph entitled Antique 
ecorative Painting in South Russia, published by the Imperial Archeological 
mmission in 1914 (one volume of text, one of plates). This study brings 
ether the results of a century’s research in a field which is of interest 
th to the students of Russian origins and to the larger contingent of 
ssical scholars. 
Some of the material mentioned above has a bearing upon the history of 
sssia. The historical works proper number, roughly, 1,000 volumes and 
+k largest among the various classes of books purchased. Source material 
slentiful. Within this category is, for instance, Novikov’s Drevnyaya 
siiskaya Vivliofika (Ancient Russian Library), 20 volumes, 1788-91 
with a supplement of 11 volumes), which was patronized and subsidized 
y Catherine II. This is a collection of historical documents drawn from 
fte, monastic, and private records and relating for the most part to Russia’s 
wly past. The Collection of State Papers and Treaties, published by the 
Joscow Archives of the Foreign Ministry, 5 volumes folio, 1813-28, is a 
erk of similar importance. The collected Russian Chronicles (Polnoye 
sbraniye Russkikh Letopisei), 20 volumes, 1853-1922, issued under the 
yspices of the Russian Archeographic Commission, are a scholarly publica- 
on of great value. The Library has also acquired partial files of three other 
storical serials published by this Commission. Much undigested documen- 
ry matter is contained in the publications connected with the name of Piotr 
ranovich Shchukin, a wealthy collector, who, in 1905, turned over all his 
easures to the Historical Museum of Moscow. Besides, there are family 
cords, for instance, the Archives of Prince Kurakin, 10 volumes, 1890- 
912, the Archives of the Counts Mordvinov, 10 volumes, 1901-03. More 
cent source material is contained in Skrebitzki’s Documents Relating to the 
mancipation of the Serfs, 5 volumes, 1867-68, and the stenographic reports 
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of the sessions of the Imperial Duma, through the entire period of its ex- 
i lumes). 4 ; : 
pe Ss ee a Pe in history are mostly special studies dealing 
with this or that phase of the political, diplomatic, military, socio-economic 
history of the Empire, or with the reign of this or that sovereign. Local and 
municipal history is represented by a considerable number of monographs, 
some of them early works. The Library’s literature on Peter the Great, 
has been substantially increased by the purchase of Ustryalov’s standard 
treatise on that ruler, which is the fruit of 25 years’ labor, and by the 
Academy’s edition of Peter’s letters and other writings. So far seven heavy 
volumes of these, covering 20 out of the 36 years of the Emperor’s reign, 
have made their appearance. Napoleon’s invasion of Russia 1s the subject of 
a relatively large group of books and pamphlets, with Shchukin’s Documents 
Relating to the War of 1812, in 10 volumes, 1897-1908, as the piéce de 
résistance. 

The first edition (Moscow, 1787), of the so-called Velvet Book, a gen- 
ealogical compilation made by order of Czar Alexis from official pedigrees, 
is the most noteworthy of a number of genealogical studies. There are also 
some 150 volumes of biography and memoirs, which will be of interest 
to the historian as well as to the general reader. A complete set (25 volumes) 
of the Russian Biographical Dictionary, published under the auspices of the 
Russian Historical Society of Leningrad, is a valuable addition to the refer- 
ence books. 

The files of historical reviews acquired include, among others, Starina i 
Novizna (Things Old and New), 1897-1917, Proceedings of the Historico- 
Philological Faculty of the University of St. Petersburg, 1880-1918, and 
particularly Chteniya (Lectures or Proceedings) of the Society for the 
Study of Russian History and Antiquities attached to the University of 
Moscow, 1861-1918. 

Some 300 volumes have been added to the section of geography. These 
accessions include serial publications of the Russian Geographical Society. 
Among the latter are Bulletins (Izvestiya) of the Turkestan Section of the 
Society and its Meteorological Review. There are also serials on the plant 
and animal life of Russia and records of scientific expeditions. A signal 
accession is Asiatic Russia (Aziatskaya Rossiya), 3 volumes, and large atlas, 
published by the Department of Agriculture in St. Petersburg in 1914, “the 
first attempt at a Siberian encyclopedia.” From the Russian Geological 
Committee of Leningrad came a generous gift in the shape of some 500 
volumes and over 100 maps, all published under the Committee’s imprint. 
Coal deposits and gold mining in Russia are the subject of a considerable 
portion of these studies. A partial file of the Academy’s Committee for the 
study of the country’s natural resources has also been acquired. 

A great deal of anthropological and ethnographic material is to be found 
in the publications of the Russian Geographic Society, especially in the review 
Zhivaya Starina (The Living Past), published by the Ethnographic Section 
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f the Society (1892-1916, with some gaps). A still more important 
cquisition is the complete file (1889-1896) of the Etnograficheskoye Obos- 
eniye (Ethnographic Review), a quarterly devoted to the study of Russian 
olklore and published by the Moscow Society of Lovers of the Natural 
ciences, Anthropology and Ethnography. As the Society’s stock suffered 
eavy losses by fire, the file is rare. 

While in Russia the Library’s representatives endeavored to obtain all 
1anner of printed matter bearing on the history of the revolution and on 
onditions in the Soviet Union, as well as a representative selection of the 
naginative writing produced since the revolution. They collected about 

000 books, pamphlets, and issues of periodicals chosen from the output 
f the Moscow and Leningrad presses for the last several years. There are 
tenographic reports of Soviet Congresses, Central Executive Committee 
essions, conventions of the Communist Party, Congresses of the Third 
nternational. Also publications bearing the imprint of the various Com- 
dissariats, of the Istpart (Historical Commission attached to the Central

During his stay in Warsaw Dr. Yarmolinsky purchased over 700 volumes

f Sigismund I, 13 volumes; “Acta historica res gestas Poloniae illustrantia,” 
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1878-1908, published by the Historical Commission of the 
Ee rie The erie include the Archives for the History of 
Literature and Education in Poland, published by the Cracow Academy, 
15 volumes, 1875-1915; a complete file of a mathematical review (Wiad- 
omosci matematiczne), 1897 to date; 35 volumes of Przeglad Polski and — 
45 years? file of Biblioteka Warszawska, two leading Warsaw reviews. 

The private library of the late Professor Louis Francis Miskovsky, of 
Oberlin College, presented by his son, 1s the chief accession to the Bohemian 
collection. It consists of some 600 volumes mainly in the Czech language, 
covering a wide range of subjects from music to physiology. There are the 
collected works of several noted Czech novelists and some studies on Bo- 
hemian language and literature. Among the historical works the most prom- 
inent item is Vaclav Tomek’s “Déjepis mésta Prahy” (History of the City of 
Prague), 9 parts, 1855-. This work occupied the eminent historian over 
half a century and is indeed considered one of the most remarkable products 
of Czech historical scholarship. The Library’s file of “Casopis Musea Kral- 
ovstvi Ceského,” founded in 1827, was rendered complete by the acquisition 
of the issues for the last 20 years. 

The Serbo-Croatian accessions comprise about 100 separate volumes, 
mostly history and belles-lettres, and some of the publications of the Serbian 
Royal Academy, notably a complete file of “Srpski Etnografski Zbornik” 
(Serbian Ethnographic Collection). A three years’ file of “Ljubljanski 
Zvon” is a welcome addition to the Division’s scanty material in the language © 
of the Slovenes. 


This account of the recent growth of the Slavonic collection was originally 
written as part of the annual report for 1924. The delay in the publication 
of the paper makes it desirable to offer supplementary information concern- 
ing some of the outstanding later additions. 

Russian accessions. Rossiiski Featr, 42 vols., St. Petersburg, 1786-1794, 
should be noted first. This collection of tragedies, comedies and operatic 
librettos, which was issued from the presses of the Academy of Sciences, owes 
its existence to the initiative of Princess Catherine Dashkova, who devoted a 
considerable part of her abundant energies to the promotion of native arts 
and letters. Unfortunately volume 39, which is extremely rare, is missing. 
Published in 1793, the ominous year which saw the execution of Louis XVI, 
this volume aroused the suspicion of the authorities because of several pre- 
sumably subversive lines in one of the pieces it contained, and upon represen- 
tations made to the Empress by Count Saltykov, who as a matter of fact 
never read a book in his life, the edition was ordered confiscated and the 
offensive portion of the volume burned. It was not until 1857 that the 
mutilated copies of the book were allowed to be sold. Another remarkable 
accession is the very rare book entitled Kratkoye Opisaniye Kommentariyev 
Akademii Nauk na 1726, St. Petersburg, 1728. This work, “the first-fruits 
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f Russian scientific literature,” as it has been called, is a translation of the 
uitial volume of the Academy’s Latin Commentarii Academiae Scientiarum 
mperialis Petropolitanae, — which volume the Library also possesses. Pub- 
ished simultaneously with the original, it has the added distinction of being 
irtually the earliest periodical in the vernacular, the one earlier publication 
f this character being in the nature of a newspaper. The translation was 
lone by several natives, including the first Russian on the Academy’s staff. 
)f the many additions to the section of historical literature mention should 
e made of the collected writings of the eminent historian Kostomarov (21 
‘olumes, St. Petersburg, 1903-6) and also of two 18th century works: Krat- 
aya povyest o byvshikh v Rossii samozvantzakh, St. Petersburg, 1774, and 
articularly Zhitiye i slavnyye dyela Petra Velikavo, St. Petersburg, 1774, 
n enlarged and illustrated edition of a history of Peter I, originally printed 
n Venice.
